Hurricane Heads North 


Army Evacuates 
Airplanes From 
Riverside Field 


LOS ANGELES (P)—Follow- 
ing a pattern strikingly similar 
to that of the disastrous 1939 
blow, a hurricane moved 
slowly northward today, up 
the coast of Baja, California. 


San Diego was put on the 


| alert, and light military planes 
‘at March Air Base, 
| side, were ordered flown to safety. 
|But the weather bureau indicated 


near River- 


that the blow is slowing its ad- 


| vance and at noon posed no par- 
|ticular threat to coastal Southern 


California. 


The weather pureau, after get- 
ting reports from air force and 
navy planes which probed the 
hurricane’s center, said its high- 
est winds appeared to have drap- 
ped from 100 to 75 miles an hour, 
and to only about 30 miles an 
hour at a radius of 100 miles, It 
declared, however: 


“All coastal interests and boat 
operators in Southern California 
waters should watch for the regu- 
lar advisories on this storm.” It 
puts its position at ncon at about 
275 miles south of Guadalupe 
Island, and some 530 miles south 
of San Diego. 


Temperatures Drop 


Meanwhile, temperatures drop- 
ped from yesterday’s records as 
high as 108 degrees. In Los An- 
geles, where the top Wednesday 
was 103, today’s maximum was 
96. Pasadena had 98, compared 
with yesterday's 104. It was gen- 
erally cloudy, and some scattered 
shcwers were reported. 

It has been 10 years since a 
Pacific hurricane—which usually 
blow themselves out on the Mex- 
ican coast—has reached the south- 
ern border of the United States. 
Then, on the heels of a week-long 
heat wave which still holds all- 
time records—107 degrees in Los 
Angeles—a hurricane hit squarely 
on Los Angeles Harbor. In two 
days, it dumped nearly six inches 
of rain in Los Angeles. Prelim- 
inary advices, the weather bureau 
said, indicate that the current 
blow, as yet, is not as severe as 
1939's. 


Brings Crisis 


The heat wave here brought 
water crisis in North Glendale, 
Montrose, and Arcadia. “For a 
time, the demand for water dried 
up mains, and in Arcadia resi- 
dents were told to halt use out- 
side of homes. 


Four deaths were directly or 
indirectly attributed to the heat. 

Offshore, the San Pedro Purse 
Seiner Jackie Sue was disabled in 
heavy seas, but was taken in tow 
by the freighter Steel Worker, 
the Coast Guard reported. It 
listed 17 other seiners from San 
Pedro, San Diego and San Fran- 
cisco in the hurricane area; each 
with crews of about 1? men.
